MOSCOW (UPI) - The 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Ministry 
agreed today to release the 
Belgian 
Sabena 
airliner 
that was forced down in 
Soviet Armenia yesterday 
with 27 persons aboard. 


Deputy Foreign Minister Vas­ 
sily Kuznetsov told Belgian Am­ 
bassador Hippolite Cools that the 
plane probably would be released 
tomorrow. 


Kuznetsov said the French-built 
twin-jet Caravelle and its 19 pas­ 
sengers and eight crew members 
were in good condition. 


(At Tehran, 
the 
point from 
which the plane departed on its 
flight, Sabena Airlines identified 
three of the passengers as Ameri­ 
cans. The airline said they were 
Charles and Maria Weimer of 
New York and a Fred Holden, 
whose address was not immedi­ 
ately available. Sabena said Wei­ 
mer -s an employe in Tehran of 
the Morrison Knudson engineer­ 
ing firm of New York, while 
Holden was in transit from the 
Far East to Istanbul) 


He added that the plane and its 
occupants were now at Groznyi. 
not far from the Caspian Sea, 
about 124 miles northeast of Tbil­ 
isi, capital of the Georgian Re­ 
public. 


When Soviet jets intercepted the 
airliner Monday near the tense 
Soviet-TXirkish border, they were 
reported to have forced it to land 
at a military airport near Yere­ 
van, capital of the .Armenian Re­ 
public. 


Near Tense Border 


Belgian 
officials 
immediately 
asked the Soviet government to 
release the plane, which appar­ 
ently had been operating with a 
defective radio compass and wan­ 
dered across the Soviet frontier. 


The exact point (rf interception 
was unknown. But the plane was 
wi a flight from Tehran, Iran. 
to Brussels, with scheduled stops 
at Istanbul, Athens and Frank­ 
furt. The Tehran-Istanbul leg is 
near the point where the Soviet- 
Turkish-Iranian frontiers converge 
in rugged country, and a pilot can 
wander off course with little trou­ 
ble. 


Kuznetsov was reported to have 
protested orally to the Belgian 
ambassador that the airliner had 
violated Soviet air space when it 
was intercepted.
